Oregon Fish 
Commission 
Thinks Fish Will Live 
it* Taken Back to 
the Sea 


PORTLAND, Ore., 
Nov. 9.— Ex­ 
periments with salmon will be made 
by the state fish commission to de­ 
termine, once for all, mooted ques­ 
tion as to whether or not these fish, 
after having spawned, return to the 
ocean or die in the 
fresh 
water 
streams. 
For years it has been an 
accepted theory 
that 
the salmon 
spawns hut one© In its lifetime and 
after entering its native stream from 
the ocean for this purpose, it pene­ 
trates inland to the farthest possible 
riffle and after depositing its eggs 
in the gravel dies with its nose still 
upstream. 
Master Fish W arden R. E. Clanton 
doubts 
this theory sufficiently to 
undertake a series of experiments 
along this line to determine conclu­ 
sively just what becdmes of the sal­ 
mon after spawning. It is thought 
that if the salmon, after spawning, 
can he taken back to the ocean, they 
might recover from the effects of 
the fresh water, 
which seems to 
weaken them and cause their death. 
Fish W arden Clanton is now m ak­ 
ing arrangem ents to test this theory. 
H© will take a num ber of salmon 
from the head waters of the Elk riv­ 
er, which flows into Yaquina Bay, on 
the Oregon coast. 
The 
fish, after 
spawning, will be tow’ed down the 
river in a submerged fish trap and 
after being marked will be liberat­ 
ed in the ocean. A close watch will 
he kept on th© salmon reaching the
